NOTIFICATION OF NON-COMPLIANCE WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF 37 CFR 41.37(c)

C.F.R. § 41.37(c)(l)(v) because the content does not give a concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the 
independent claims involved in the appeal. 

II) The brief does not contain the items of the brief required by 37 CFR 41.37(c)(1) under the appropriate headings and/or in 
the order indicated. Two required headings are not present in the Appeal Brief received by the USPTO on April 12, 2006. The 
headings are: 

a) Evidence Appendix as required by 37 C.F.R. § 4 1 .37(c)(l)(ix); and 

b) Related Proceedings Appendix as required by 37 C.F.R. § 41.37(c)(l)(x).
